Coalition. 
Th'e Obstructive oigan has expressed a 
wisfi that a coalition should be formed to 
carry on the government. Very properly, 
too ; for ;ho government is only a govern- 
ment in name— it is not so in fact; and 
whatever speoial pleading may do, it will 
never render it different, or convince the 
public ihut th>3 government possesses its 
confidence. Hence it is the height. of folly 
to assume that it dOTaj^^^The.pbatrHctivL's 
are crushed by their 'own admission ; and 
effectually by their acts. The assertion that 
the public concur in withholding a state- 
ment of our finances is totally incorrect. No 
honest business man can come to any other 
conclusion than that the country is entitled 
to it, aiicl that a disposition should be shown 
to bring it forth. It is mere sophistry to say 
that armajSrity has ruled against submitting 
tho aocountt. The House is evenly divided 
on '.the ^question. The Speaker's casting 
vote can alone determine what way the 
quesiiou i'. ill ho decided, and no moral ii:- 
flueiiCO could be e\erted ; or at least none 
that would be sutiicient to convince the 
public that if he voted in favor of withhold- 
,ns, that ihe government wouid do .its duty. 
The casting vote of Ihe Speakei^ in that case 
would be tantamount to defeat ; and in.-ttead 
of settling the issue ' will only keep it alivo. 
In fact, but one opinion can prevail, and 
that, id thatjtbe withholding of the accounts 
smaoyd dishonesty and corruption. The 
first*' stepj^berefore, if tho Obstructives are 
honestly disposed to coalesce for the good of 
the country, is to agree to furnish the ac- 
countii. It is impossible to convince the 
country of honest intentions without them, 
even if honest intentions were entertained. 

Allusion has been made to the Executive 
"keeping faith with the public." Such a 
reniafk is all very well for special pleadeis, 
but it passes in one ear and out of the other, 
public judgment remaining still tho same, 
It i.s possible to forgive injuries; yet never 
to i'oryel them. And when injuries are well 
known, a sweeping a.ssertion that there has 
been no repeated violations of public faith, 
only carries with it a conviction of an utter 
Jack'of principle, without which no govern- 
ment can be trusted. The Executive may 
feel better disposed towards this Colony, and 
town in particular,' than to Biitish Colum- 
bia: but there is one circumstance very pro- 
minently before the coustiiuenoy of Victoria, 
proving conclusively th -.t good faith has not 
been kept with the public. What we allude 
to is simply the application for the poll-books 
by the defeated candidate. The Exccytivo 
refused this. ^Vhen the motion lor a man- 
damus was tieard before llie Cliiel Ju.stice, 
he refused it against the Governor ; but stal- 
ed that if a mandamus was asked for against 
any one else, he would grant it. No plainer 
implied censure could ever be given ; nor 
one that prove.-* more concluoivuly that the 
Executive has not kept fnith with the public. 
If the Obstructives wish to repeat such bad 
f.iith with the constituency of Viciona, iheii 
present weakness will only be perpetuated, 
andrtbeir eventual defeat be more certain, 
but not less speedy.

Tho Indian Question. 
A meeting was held at the Collegiate 
sidiool room on Tuesday evening, for the 
purpose uf concerting measures to amelio- 
rate the condition' oi the Indian population. 
One reverend gentleman could not so fur 
forget a ''recent occurrence" as to avoid 
taking ii,s to account for advocating the 
policy of fostering division among the tribes, 
instead of union. Possibly the hostility of 
tribe to tribe is far worse than baby-whip- 
ping; yet WB arc scarcely convinced of it. 
tVe are pcr.suaded, however, that, as a small 
community, with limited means of defence, 
our policy is not to ally savage tribes 
together — were it possible — but to divide 
them. This was illustrated centuries ago, 
when a New England Sachem took a bun- 
dle ontwigs toisbowihibiEnglishirriends how 
dilTicult It was to break up an union amungst 
tribes, and bow easy to conquer them wh<3n 
attacked singly. But as the eloquent orator 
thought proper to characterize division as 
un-English, wo take occasion to remind 
him that il is not ; but that division of power 
enters largely into the science of govern 
ment the world over. In Ireland, tho Eng 
lish policy has been to fosler Orange jire 
judices for the siibjugalion of Irishmen and 
security of English power. The history of 
European politics — the balance of power — 
is noihing more nor less than division. In 
India, from the days of Clive and Hastings 
down to the present, it has been English 
policy to oppose prince to prince, and thus so 
wesk^i' them tiiat when their policy of divi- 
sion was ripe, the supremacy of British 
pov.>er was' asserted, extended and main- 
tained, and 'niikintainbd even by the subju- 
gated. Un-English, therefore, as the ora- 
tor would have it appear to be, yet Eng- 
lish history does no! prove it un-English ; 
on the contrary, it .supports it. Even if it did 
not, till we possess the means and power to 
gathe,' the tribes into reservation,", and keep 
them there, it is not sound policy to dispel 
the feuds of tribes, who at any moment may 
overrun our settlemenis ami ilestroy our 
lives anil property. Whatever good other- 
wise can he done meets our hearty concur- 
ronco ; and we hope it may be speedy, for 
ihere is great need of it. 



Ciiild-Bkatino : Apologists. — Doctor 
Tolmie rushed into print yesterday as llui 
apologist ofchild-bealing in the jjariieular 
instance of young DodtJ, aljuded . to in uur 
last issue. Whether the ' DbotbV'''b'el!eves 
what he has written, we shall not say, nor 
do we care ; but this we do say, that the 
charge against us of " misrepre.senling and 
e.xaggerating a circum.siance of recent oc- 
currence," is unlruo ; and as a guardian of 
the boy he ought to know it — if ho don't 
already. TU<: inith i.s, that the facts were 
not half told. We had wished to .■<pare the 
teacher p.s much po,i,-'ible ; aiul ineielv '^nvit 
a porli'jii of the , statement we had received 
from Ihe relalives ol' tin- child, Il is ikiI our 
fault tlial ihe mailer raade iiKiri' nolurioils 
by the piihlicatiou of the coinniuiiicalion to 
be fou id in another column.^ The Hev. Mr. 
Garrett can only blame his friends, (who 
wished tu save him by a misrepresentation 
of facts) from the further publicity of the 
alfair. The " advice" of Dr. llelincken to 
the child's mother — " whip him and send 
him back!" reflects no credit upon tha' 
gentleman. But the most singular state- 
ment is that of the editor (?) ot the Gazelle, 
who himself "saw the child, and though it 
showed the usual marks of a birching, it 
presented none of the horrible appearances 
that had been described." This alleni|)t at 
toadyism is too apparent to iiiied a rejilj'. 
The pitiable condition of the pour boy, wlieii 
we visited him, would have moved a 
heart ol stone ; and our conte:iiporary i.s 
guiliy of an untruiii when ho tries lo provi;

An Indian ■War.—Salt Spring Island 
Settlers in Danger. 

A ganlloman who arrivod from Salt Spring 
Island gives us an account of the killing of 
two Cowichans by Fort Rupert Indians, a 
few days ago. Our informant was in a 
Rchoonerj not far from Salt Spring Island, 
and a canoe containing two Indians was 
observed about'two Kuindred yards from the 
shore ; near the canoe was a wlialorboat, in 
wtiioh were two white men. The Indians 
were engaged in fishing, when around a 
point of land a short distance off, cnrae 
several canoes filled with Fort Rupert In- 
dians, making directly for the Cowichan 
canoe. The latter made for the boat con- 
taining tho white men, and got into it, 
evidently seeking protection, and desert- 
ing their canoe, which went adrift. The 
Fort Ruperts .soon came alongside, and 
•eizing the unhappy redskins, five or si.v 
knives were buried in each, their heads cut 
off, and the bodies thrown to the fishes. No 
violence was ofTered to the white men, who 
of course, were much alarmed at the terrible 
sight. The Fort Ruperts, after accomplish- 
ing the bloody deed, continued on their 
course, taking the heads of the victims with 
them. The next day, one of the beads, 
divested of its scalp, was found stuck 
. on a tall pole on a small island near Salt 
Springs. 

Much alarm is felt at Salt Spring Island, 
and government aid is loudly called fur. 
The settlers only number about seventy 
souls, and they are' scaitered over a large 
tract of country, and in case of an attack, 
could affotd but^ little 'protection to each 
other. 

In addition to the above information, wa 
have been handed the following letter, re- 
ceived by a gentleman of this city, from the 
Island, which gives an account of another 
massacre, and represents the urgent neces- 
sity for a military force near that point : 

Ad.miualtv Bay, } 
Salt Spring Island, July 8, 1860. J 
Mr. Chas. Gowen, Victoriii: 

JJear Sir ;— * • • Wo have had very ex- 
citing times here since I last wrote. Un Wednes- 
day morninj;, 4th July, an Indian cano« came in 
here with nine men, two boys and three women of 
the Bella-Bella tribe. They were conveying to 
thU side a person bf. the name of McCawley, who 
had bttiinm'liere."' At the time of their arrival, 
there' were' .'about 50 Indians, of the Cowichan 
tribe, eneaiuped here, who appeared friendly to 
.them. 'However, while McCawlcy was up at my 
house, we were ntnr'.led at the sound of firearms 
on the beach. The Iiidir.rs l)y this time had got 
into a regular fight, wliicti hiatLu about r,n h'nir, 
and terminated in the Cowichans killing figlit 
men and plundering the c.inoc, which they carried 
off with the women and boys, whom ihey toiil; as 
priaouers. This occurred close to the beach. They 
fired 8oine 2110 shots, some of tho bullets Hying 
close by our heads. I sent my wife and children 
through the woods to tho other side, for safety. 
Some of the scttlera came .over from there ut 
night. One of the B^ella-BellaSt'^Wb'p hod escaped, 
came to my house. '"JUi Iltsould'n'ot give him shel- 
ter withqiit danger to mysolft I passed him on to 
ttre'.dtbei^'8ide;uf::.thei^lBlai)d. I hope he escaped, 
^e had two bullets in him — one in the cheek, and 
the other through the arm. The Cowichans did 
not, I believe, lose a man. It was a treacherous 
affair on the part of the Cowichans, who had all 
the position and numbers, and profesLcd friend - 
ship, which misled the liella-lleilas. All the In- 
dians have now left the Bay, anticipating, I sup- 
pose, at attack from the Norlliorn Ijidiam,. 

I intend addrcBsiiig the nuveriior on the sub- 
ject, soliciting sonic protection from these Bavnges; 
for, should they come here and lind tho Cowichans 
had left, and learn the defenceless jiositioii we are 
in on this Island, wlio can tell what they may 
atteinjit here, after the troubles in Victoria. Sure- 
ly the GoTcrnmcnt will sec the necessity of afford- 
ing us protection to meet tho emergency.

Mr. AVaddington— If the reol estate Is taxed for 
the benefit of the colony, and billiard tables, 
bowling alleys, crc, there will be very little left 
for the city corp. ration to raise money on, 

Mr. Cary — w len tho corporation Is formed, 
there ^vill be no difficulty in finding sufTicient ways 
to raise nv ney, The city has depreciated in vahic 
for v^ant of the :.eeded improvemciit,s. The city 
will bo all the richer by a judicious system of 
taxatio'i- 

Mr. McDouali — Will Die "orporatioii have any 
control over th. one. per cent, levied on real 
estate? 

Mr. Cary — Cci'.ainly not; that vril! go to .sup- 
port the colony. 

Mr. Coles — A K'reat many of us bought lands at 
five dollars an acre, and wo were told that tho 
reason w-c paid more than our American neigh- , 
bors was, because the bridges were airmade'aiidl 
no rates were to bo levied, 

Mr. HelmcKcn— By-gones are by-eones ; the 
money is gone, and wo must be satisned. 

Mr. Coles — It was a very dishonest course for 
the government to pursue, 

Mr. Il ?lincken — It must bo recollected that the 
town has lived upon the country for the last len 
years. Victoria has not paid a cent in the way of 
taxes, except lately in licenses. I think that the 
town site of Victoria is worth £500,0 JO. [Oh, oh,] 
The land in tlie outskirts should be taxed at the 
government price; the improvements should not 
betaken in'o corsiderntion. 

Mr. Cary wish ;d to know w'hat the v.iluc of the 
farming l.-.!ida v, nld '-r- if the Improvements were 
not taxed, 

Mr. Helnv. ken— £100,000. 

Mr. Cory — It U not so ; and I am informed on 
gootl authority that the town site is worth only 
£300,000. The i'\<"i advanced by the hon. mem- 
ber of 'axing the city to support Uie country is 

unfair. ■ • ■.'.„.■;•.'„" 

Mr, Coles thought it very hard thai a man who 
split rails for his farm would have to pay for it. 
Uon't tax the farmers too much, or they will be 
compelled to leave for some country where the 
taxes arc not «o heavy. You will have to take the 
farms, too ; they cannot pay heavy taxes, 

Mr. Foster hoped that taxes would not lie levied 
alike. The only way to put an end to speculation, 
niKl the lying idle of large tracts of land, is to lax 
them; hut don't tax improvements, 1 he lax in 
the ,\merican country is much less than tli-it pro- 
posed bej(!, [f you tux unimproved lands, you will 
put an end to speculation ; but il you tax ini- 
proveinents, you wi'l tnou put an end to them, 

Mr. Cooper agreed with tho hon. member— im- 
provements should not be taxed in the farming 
districts. 

Mr. Jolmie thought It inexpedient to bear linrd 
on the' poor farmer. The only way we could 

benefit 'hem is not to tax them too heavily. Tho 

free port has opened Iho doors to the foreign pro- 
duce, which of course dcluees the markets. 

Mr. Crease favored .Mr Ilelnicken's amendment. 
The farmers should not be taxed for their improve- 
ments. If you put a tax, as is contemplated, on 
the farmers, yon will have to confiscnie their lands. 
They will have to sell their property, and allliough 
it may fall into the haiuh of c.-'pii-jlists, it may 
never be im proved, 

Mr. I'Vanklin favored the putting of a lax, about 
Gd, .1 Ion, on coal, to fill up the gajj between im- 
prc^cd and unimproved land. 

>W, Ilelmckou spoke in favor of puttmg a tax 
on all persons who did not hold property. 

The resolution was then a(lc|ited, with Mr. 
Helmcl'en's addition, and reads tints : 

Tliat a tax of 1 per cent, be levied on all real 
estate i» this colony, but that agricultural improve- 
ments and buildings be excepted. 

The Committee then rose and reported progress 
to the House. t
